Hopes of Improvements: Pre- 
parations Against Plague 


Dr, Wu Lien-teh, director of the! 
Munchurian Plague Prevention| 
Bureau, who has just returned from 
an investigation of quarantine con-| 
ditions in Amoy, Swatow and Car 
ton in company with Dr. C. L. Park, 
of the League of Nations, was| 
interviewed with reference to the 
Chinese quarantine service by 
representative of the “North-China| 
Daily News.” 

‘The National Quarantine Serv: 
he said, had been placed under the 
direction of the Ministry of Public 
Health and he (Dr. Wu) had been. 
asked to reorganize it, with the 
rank’ of Director of the National 
Quarantine Service and Chief 
Technical Expert to the Ministry, 
which rank was equivalent to the 





























post of Chief Medieal Officer in 
England.

work has been under the Customs 
Administration and there was no 
medical head, the result that 
the work proved far from satis- 
factory.

Mr. Ramsay MacDonald marks 
his sense of the extreme gray 
of the unemployment problem in 
Great Britain by summoning on 
that subject a conference of the 
heads of the Borough administra- 
tions and informally asso: iting 
the two leaders of the Opposition 
with the discussion, In taking 
this action the Labour Prime 
Minister must be credited wit 
considerable moral courag: 
Just a year ago he and his 
colleagu were carried into 
office by a flamboyant election- 
ering campaign on that ‘very 
issue. Within a few weeks the 
unfortunate Lord Privy Seal, 
specially charged with the care 
of the unemployment portfolio— 
& new improvisation in British 
Politics appropriately advertised 
‘on that then new instrument of 
publicity, the  “Talkie"—was 
made to realize that election 
chickens were likely to roost on 
his doorstep. Mr. J. H. Thomas 
is, however, nothing if not force- 
ful and whatever criticism there 
may” be of the failure of the 
Government to arrest-the siwvell-| 
ing volume of unemploymen:| 
figures, his courage and per- 
sistency have been recognized 
even by his opponents, Although 
his defaulting 
Oswald Mosley, was able last 
month to frame a powerfu! 
indictment of the Government's 
policy, the impression created hy 
the domestic quarrel was not ur- 
favourable to Mr. Thomas, Sir 
Oswald's effort to pose as a 
heroic figure who, for the sake 
of principle, had abandoned the 
emoluments of office broke down 
completely.

AIR ROUTES, TO THE 
FAR EAST 
dune. 20. 

Lord Thomson's speech to the. 
Central Asian Society on the 
ibject of the development’ of 
routes between Europe and 
the Far East sounded a distinctly 
pessimistic note in-so-far as the 
Secretary of State for Air was 
concerned with British achieve- 
ments in that sphere. The 
pioneers of flight from Europe 
to the Antipodes have been, in 
the main, British; this seems 
hardly necessary to mention in 
the light of the recent triumpi 
of Miss Amy Johnson, but it is 
perhaps just as well to recall 
some of the leading airmen who 
have made the trip from Europe 
to. Australia or tothe Far-East——- 
First of all there were Sir Keith 
Ross and his brother; later on 
came Sir Alan Cobham, From 
France there ceme Col. Pelletier 
a'Oisy, From America Messr 
Brock and Schlee made a wonder 
ful flight which took them from 
Newfoundland to India in the 
space of ten days, but they 
broke off their adventure in 
Japan owing to the prejudice 
then existing against attempts to 
fly the Pacific. A strictly com- 
mercial traveller came in Mr. 
Van Lear Black, who flew from 
Holland to Batavia by way of 
Indla. This does not exhaust the 
tale but mentions some of the 
chief exponents of air travel 
between Europe and the Far 
East, Now the Royal Nether- 
lands East Indies Air Lines are 
viee between 
a, Port Darwin, B 
bane and’ Sydney, linking up 
with the existing air service 
between Sourabaya and Singa- 
pore, which is to be extended to 
Holand as soon as negotiations 
with the Government of India 
are completed. The Dutch are 
to be congratulated on the enter 
prise which they have shown and 
Lord Thomson naturally regrets 
that British air services have not 
yet been able to open up the 
route to Australia, The Imperial 
Airways have now an excelteut 
service running between Croydon 
and Karachi but the difficulty 
Kies in extending the route across 
India. 

Owing to the intrusion of 
Political prejudice the Govern- 
ment of India, with all the good: 
will in the world, have found 
their hands very much tied. For 
the development of the internal 
services of India is theoretically 
supposed to be a matter for 
indigenous concerns, the truth 
Ddeing that there are no seh cou- 
cers ready to take over the re- 
sponsibilities of air travel an 
is unlikely that there will be any 
in the near future. This has 
retarded negotiations by the 
Imperial Airways for the exten- 
sion of their route to India, Yet, 
paradoxically enough, foreign 
ines have been able more readily 
to secure rights to fly over this 
British Dominion in embryo, 
simply because under the Inter- 
national Air Convention. such 
rights cannot be unreasonably 
withheld. At the moment there 
hope that the Indian Air. Ma‘! 
will be extended to Galex 
‘carly next year, and to Rangoon 
a. few. months later, but: the 
oficial “view of the Government

ground and. wireless arranse- 









































ments are not yet'in a sufliciently 
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fdvanced stage to justify the 
Institution of the ‘service to 
Rangoon until a much later date. 
This is all very well. If Miss

BRITISH EAST-AFRICA 
June 21. 

So far as can be gathered from 
the very brief cabled summary 
of the important White Paper 
issued on Thursday, the British 
Government have come to a de- 
finite decision to adopt in prin- 
ciple the main proposal of the 
Hilton-Young Commission for 
the closer union of the three 
Dependencies of Great Britain in 
Eastern and Central Africa, The 
‘Commission recommended that as 
‘a preliminary and immediate step 
the Government should appoint 
‘a High Commissioner for Kenya, 
Uganda and Tanganyika with 
executive powers to inaugurate 
inuiries on questions of native 
policy; to promote unified contro! 
of certain services of common 
interest; to discuss locally and 
work out an arrangement for in- 
troducing the modifications pro- 
posed in the constitution of 
K ‘The ultimate aim of the 
ion was the creation of 
a Governor - Generalship of 
Eastern Africa in place of the 
High Commissioner, and his ad- 
ministration of ‘the unified 
territory with the help of 
advisory councils appointed from 
all. three Dependencies for 
different spheres of administra~ 
tion, The_Commission_recom- 
mended no change in the existing 
composition of ‘the Legislative 
Councils of Uganda and Tang- 
anyika; but it held that the four 
official members of the Legisls- 
tive Council of Kenya should be 
replaced by four unofficial mem- 
bers nominated to represent 
native interests, in addition to 
the missionary already appointed 
for that purpose. 

On this question of Kenya 
controversy is centred. — The 
Chairman of the Commission 
himself differed from his col- 
Teagues and put forward 
alternative proposals with the 
object of securing a larger un- 
official majority in the Council, 
and the publication of the report 
aroused considerable opposition 
from India, ‘where the Kenya 
question has long been a burning 
political issue, The visit to East 
Africa of Sir Samuel Wilson, the 
Permanent Under Secretary of 
State, did little to settle the con- 
troversy, for his findings we: 
regarded in India as inspired by 
1a prejudice in favour of the case 
for the white settlers of Kenya. 
Although Mr. Sastri, — who 
had been so successful in South 
Africa in reconciling Indian 
claims with local interests, 
vas deputed to confer w 
Sir Samuel, no satisfactory 
solution was reached, and 
it was apparent that the 
adoption of the Hilton-Young 
Commission's recommendations 
in regard to Kenya would ‘bs 
strenuously resisted, The Indian 
point of view was that, unless the 
Council contained an_ official 
majority, Indian interests would 
be sacrificed to the interests of 
the white settler. On the other 
hand, the settlers themselves 
were equally strongly opposed {0 
any constitution which entailed 
the risk of Indian encroachment, 
on areas hitherto reserved for 
British immigrants. It looks as: 
if the British Government have 
decided to solve the problem by 
appointing a Legislative Council 
for the wholé of the unified area 
to deal with services in which 
all three territories have a com- 
mon interest. The matter has to 
go before a Joint Parliamentary 
Committee for the necessary ap- 
proval of draft legislation for 
consideration of Parliament, but 
it is not clear in what manner 
the difficulties in Kenya will be 
overcome by this solution; nor 
















































is it clear ‘whether the Com- 
mission’s proposals for the 
future of Nyassaland and 


Northern Rhodesia have been 
accepted. Under those proposals 
the High Commissioner would be 
the chief adviser to the Secretary 
of State on important matters of 





policy affecting those two Pro- 
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tectorates and when the Gover- 
nor-General came into existence 
he would act as an adviser to the 
respective Governors. 








WAR CENSORSHIP 

+ June 21. 
Nanking has been giving signs 
for some days past of tightening 
up the censorship in connection 
with the war. These took de- 


finite shape in a message of the 
18th by Kuo Min:

being fabricated deliberately by 
certain foreign correspondents, 
apparently in the interest of the 
rebels, It is understood that the 
Ministry of Foreign Affairs is! 
seriously thinking of adopting’ 
drastic measures which may af- 
fect the press in general, 

A. spokesman of the National 
Government pointed out today 
that the worst offenders seem to 
be the Japanese news agencies| 
which have béen sedulously dis- 
seminating unfounded and alarm- 
ist reports. At the same time 
the public) should be eautioned 
against lending a credulous ear! 
to- such fabrications. 


No one can reasonably objec: 
to a Government engaged in wa: 
preventing publication of what 
is officially defined as “caleulat- 
e¢-to-give-comfort-to-the enemy.” 
But restriction if not wisely en- 
forced defeats the very end it 
was intended to gain. In respect 
of the Japanese news agencies, 
we do not pretend to have seen 
all that they have issued, and 
we certainly should not imagine 
that they claimed invariably to 
ht. But subsequent events 
have occasionally proved them 
correct when they had been 

most diametically opposed to 
inese official agencics 

‘and Nanking might 
reflect that the unsatisfactory 
nature of the latter must tend 
to give greater importance to 
the Japanese reports in the eyes 
of the public. Take for instance 
the earliest Chinese official 
accounts of the Kuangsi invasion 
of Hunan, when General - Ho 
Chien was reported to be operat 
ing, variously, in Hengchowtu 
and Chuchow, at the time when 
he must actually have been get~ 
ting ready to evacuate Changsha. 
‘We cannot recall how many 
times we have read of the “rem- 
nant Ironsides” being “exter- 
minated” since they started from 
Ichang last September on the 
march towards Canton. It is a 
relief to most people in this part 
of the world that the Kuangsi 
troops and Ironsides have been 
defeated fn their efforts to reach 
the Yangtze. But reports of the 
kind mentioned are not forgot~ 
ten and they do the Government 
no good. On rare occasions 
Gengral Chiang - Kai-shek has 
issued a statement on the pro- 
gress of a campaign and it has 
always been found that he does 
not speak without cause, nor un- 
til he has something to tt 
is the daily commauniqués, com- 
ing no one quite knows whence, 
which create such an unsatis 
factory feeling. 

It is difficult not to think that 
Nanking would be well adviscd 
to take the Chinese public more 
into its confidence. There are, 
no doubt, considerations of psy- 
chology which we do not under- 
stand. Different peoples react

the only difference that it was 
enacted in real life, with the 
of human beings hanging in the 
seales.” 

In a graphic account by Father 
King himself, it is revealed that the 
priest during his captivity was re- 
peatedly threatened with being shot 
or behended and was bound with 
eyes bandaged when he was taken 
from village to village. On the first 
day of the march from the Catholic 
jon at Loshan to the bandit 
headquarters in the mountains, 
Father King says, the bandits shot 
off their pistols’ repeatedly from 
behind their prisoners sending their 
bullets whizzling by their ears, but 
the workers in the fields placidly 
kept on cutting their wheat, the 
captives’ plight being of no moment 
for them. 

Father King was captured and 
held for ransom, the brigands hop- 
ing to get a colossal fortune out of 
the deal. At one time the priest 
was asked to pay $8,000,000. ‘This 
amount was reduced to $800,000

A FORTNIGHT WITH BANDITS 


Father Clifford King’s Graphic Story of His Abduction and| 
Rescue: Whole Country-side in Support of Robbers 


the past we have been able to publish 
stories told by foreign captiyes after their rescue from bandits, 
but, rarely indeed, with such detail as contained in the following 
story which Father Clifford King has told to the United Press. 


‘The interesting deduction: to be drawn from the recital, 
which beggars some of the fictional attempts at describing 
similar occurrences, is that the government forces have to deal, 
not only with the bandit gang itself, but with the whole of the 
‘countryside in which it carries out its operations. 

If we may say so, Father King, is to be congratulated on a 
happy issue out of his afflictions, no less than the Nanking 
Government on General Hou, who seems to have done everything 
possible to secure the release of the captives.

During his days of captivity 
Father King slept most on the coffin 
planks inside a tiny square but, wet 
‘and without ventilation, There he 
‘was imprisoned day and 
with cold rice.

“The writer has been in 
‘of the Catholic Mission in Loshan, 
Honan, (a city 35 miles east of 
Sinyangchow) since the end of Dec-| 
ember, 1927. Besides attending to 
this mission with its oulying sub- 
stations, the task has recently de- 
volved upon me of establishing a 
new central mission in the city of 
Chengyang (35 miles north-west of 
Loshan). Thus, the exigencies of] 
my work required me to make fre- 
quent trips between these two 
neighbouring cities. As these towns 
are connected by a brond road, 1 
found it convenient, in most case 
to travel by mule-cart. 

“Even though, at rather frequent 
intervals, reports had been cireulat- 
ed regarding the kidnapping of 
wealthy individuals living in towns, 
but little remote from the Loshan- 
Chengyang rod, it never occurred 
to me that missionaries travelling 
along the route would be endanger- 
ed, as four or five of the larger 
market towns, along the road, were 
garrisoned by local militia or} 
‘mintuan.! 

“On June 2 { left Loshan for 
Chengyang, viding in a mule-cart, 
in company with a native catechist, 
Mr. Li Fa-wang. The roads were 
very rough, due to recent rains, and 
consequently our progress was very) 
slow. On reaching the Hoai river, 
eight miles to the north of Loshan, 
‘we found the stream swollen by the 
rains, and were obliged to unload 
the baggage from our cart on to 
the ferry-scow for transfer across 
the river. While we were attending 
to this matter a soldier, coming from 
the direction of Loshan, mounted on 
a bay pony, passed by. 

This man got across the river 
ahead of us and was already out of 
sight by the time we had regained 
the road on the north bank of the 
river. Upon reaching Dalintien, a 


































pony had been| 
ing our arrival. As soon as| 
he saw us coming he galloped away 
and in a short while disappeared 
from our sight around a bend in| 
the road. We travelled along for 
about an hour without  seeing| 
anything more of him, when, sud- 
denly, he reappeared ‘on a path 
running along a hillside, about half 
‘a mile to the west of the main road. 
Evidently he had made a detour in 
that direction for some purpose, then 
unknown to us.

In’ one of the districts 
overrun by the Communists there 
lives a wealthy family, blessed with 
six daughters who had all. been 
given a good education. Two of 
the girls were married, but at the 
time referred to were at home visi 
ing their parents, A group of 
young men quartered themsely 
‘on the family and suggested that 
teirls with such education “as these 
six had received ought to join the 
propaganda corps and serve the 
‘The girls and their parents 
-d to entertain this sugges- 
tion, but it soon became clear that 
the ‘minds of the young men were.

Finally 
in order to avoid trouble the girls 
said that if they were given a day 
or two to prepare they would join 
the corps, but the youths 
that they ‘come the same day.

Kungwo, 
arrived at Huangshihkang on her 
regular run she slowed down in 
order to disembark passengers, but 
as she was greeted with a fusillade 
of shots from the Communists shi 
UE On full speed and continued her 
Journey to Hankow. For the time 
‘communications with this part of

RUSSIANS DISTRESSED BY ‘PRICES’ RISE 


Passport Regulations

Harbin June 6. 
Through the sharp fall in silver 
‘and the still sharper fall in the local 
dollar, business in Harbin is at a 
standstill, except for a little buying

‘Most of the Russian shops refuse 
to sell at all, for they. are foreed by: 
local Administrative regulations to 
do business in local dollars, they 
profering to keep their goods rather 
than sell at a considerable loss. 
Some of the large stores have ad- 
‘opted 2 system of -altering their 
prices every morning according to 
‘the rate of exchange, but even this 
isnot proving successful with these 
big. drops in the value of the local 
doliar, 

__Brices of market provisions is 
likewise Tising, eausing a good deal 
of distress among Russians, who ar 
usually paid everywhere in Harbin 
dollars, with the exception of rail 
‘waymen whose wages are reckoned 
in gold roubles but actually paid in 
dollars at the current rate of ex- 
change. The rate to-day, is 236 
doliars to 100 gold roubles’ so these 
employees with their free quarters 
are-actually in clover,

Court Methods 

Of late there have been several 
interesting eases in the local Court 
in which Russians were defendants. 
‘They are typical of Chinese Court 
Special Area, where 
practically all the eases tried con- 
cern foreigners who have lost their 
extvaterritorial rights. It may be 
‘mentioned that the Courts are run 
‘on quite modern lines and that as 
there are many Russian lawyers 
admitted to appear in the Court, the 
proceedings are bilingular, with 
efficient interpreters, but occupy a 
lot of time, with so’ much transiat- 
ing necessary. Two — Russian’ 
gypsies, who are rather numerous 
in these parts, were charged with 
having swindled $120 out of two 
Chinese. ‘The former were in the 
habit of buying eggs from a certain 
Chinese, and one day gave him a. 
dollar note, saying it was a fake 
one, and if the Chinese could not 
dispose of it to bring it back and 
another one would be given. The 
Chinese when he came back told the 


























gypsies that he had disposed of the 
note without difficulty, so this time 
the latter gave the egg-hawker a 






fivesdollar bill again warning him 
it was a false one, but again the 
Chinese changed it without difficulty. 
The Chinese became interested so! 
asked the gypsies how they. got 
hold of the false notes and they an- 
swered “we manufacture them our- 
selves, and if you want some we 
will make some for you charging 
you half the face value, but you 
must bring us real notes in order to 
get the imprint.” ‘The Chinese went 
off and after talking over the matter 
with a friend, the next day the two 
together brought §120 to the gypies.

A road is 
projected along what is now the 
city wall to connect the north and 
south gates. 

‘Transportation is another matter 
that has recently been receiving 
attention. Beginning with this 
month the Bus Company has started 
a bus at 630 am. By taking this 
fone may catch a fast train in 
Hangchow and arrive in Shanghai 
by 240 pam. 

‘The Wushih-Huchow Launch Lino 
announces the building of a new 
steamer to replace the one now in ser- 
vice. The present one is condemned 
as burning too much coal, drawing. 
too much water, -and as too slow. 
The new boat, to be of light draft 
with two oil-burning engines, will 
travel almost twice as fast as the 
old one, and according to its des- 
cription ought "to make the trip 
across the Great Lake, 160 1i, in 
about four hours, and thus give 
the people of Huchow a second 
“fast route” to Shanghai, The new 
steamer is expected to be in com- 
mission in October.

Excursion Tickets

Harbin, June 9. 


The C.E.R. management are now 
carrying on a drastic policy of 
‘economy in all directions, but 
‘whether this measure in the long 
‘ran will prove to be beneficial is 
8 question that cannot be answered 
at present, ‘The amount of cash on 
hand at ‘the beginning of this 
‘month, thanks partly to the final 
payment of the S.ALR. for excess 
exports along that line during the 
-time of conflict, amounted to over 
‘two million yen, a most satisfactory 
figure, but which will be required 
for the lean summer months to pa 
salaries and other monthly expense 
‘Thus it will be possible for the 
railway to pay its own way until 
‘Angust when railway returns start 
to show large increases.

MYSTERIOUS DEATH 
IN CANTON 


Bank Manager Arrested on Sus- 
picion of Murder 


Fnox Our Ows Connesroxonst 


Hongkong, June 18, 

A mysterious death has caused a 
run on the Ka Nan Tong, a native 
banking concern in Canton. Its 
head office is at Tungshan, a model 
residential district, and this’ morn- 
ing your correspondent caw a big 
crowd of people demanding back 
their deposits. ‘The chief manager 
of the bank, Chang Lap-choy, is now 
placed under arrest owing to the 
mysterious death of Lai Hung, the 
cashier of the bank, 

The premises of the bank are close 
to the Tungshan police station, In 
the early hours of June 14, the 
Policemen in the station heard very 
distinetly a revolver shot within the 

building, Next morning they 
‘made inquities at the Ka Nam Tong- 
Bank, but were assured by Chang 
Lap-choy that nothing untoward had 
happened in his building. It is now 
clear that a revolver shot was fired 
and killed Lai Hung, shooting him 
through the head, 

A Baptist Pastor 

‘The police suspected murder and 
avvested Chang who is an old man 
‘and’a pastor of the Baptist church, 
After the death of Lai, no one at 
the bank reported the matter 
to the police who “yequive that 
every funeral must be made 
known to them. ‘The body was 
jearried from the bank building 
to Lai's house across the street, ac- 
cording to the Police. He lived on 
the ground floor, while Chang Lao- 
choy and his {amily occupy the 
floors above. The corpse W 
removed from the house to 
undertaker's on the early morning 
of June 15, which was Sunday, Lai 
was buried in the Protestant comet 
ery in the aficrnoon, and the 
ceremony was conducted by the Rev, 
Chung Chesleung, He delivered.

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FAMINE -RELIEF IN CHINA 


Report at the Annual Convention of the American National 
Red Cross of Difficulties and Perplexities 


‘At the annual convention of the 
‘American National Red Cross at 
Washington on May 5, Mr. Ernest 
P, Bicknell, vice-chairman in charge 
‘of insular’ and foreign operations, 
after surveying the great, world: 
inerease of membership in Red 
sald: 








this shining vision of the future to 
‘a sad picture of the present. The 
‘American Red Cross finds in China 
to-day conditions of distress which 
fave beyond the reach of our helping | 8°” 
hand, The people of the United States, 
have maintained for a long .time 
friendship for China, Her famines 
‘and floods have drawn substantial 
relief contributions from our eoun- 
ty. In the last 10 years approxi- 
mately $8,000,000 has been given by 
‘American people for disaster relief 
in Cl ‘When reports of another 
famine in China began to come to 
the United States some two 
one-half years ago, they contained 
an amazing variety of assertions 
concerning the causes and extent of 
the distress. Estimates of the 
number of persons sulfering from 
famine ranged from 10,000,000 to 
65,000,000. Some observers laid the 
Blame upon a failure of crops in 
certain districts, while others laid 
“it -chiefly--to- the depredations and. 
‘exactions of outlaw armies, bandits, 
and tax collectors. ‘The “American 
people, puzzled and confused, did 
not Know whether or not ‘they 
should undertake relief! measure. 

In the spring of 1929, in com- 
pliance with the wishes of President 
Hoover, the Red Cross sent a com- 
‘mission to China to obtain the 
‘actual facts of the situation. After 
months of investigation, the com- 

iasion reported, and its report was 
adopted by the Central Committee. 
‘Many of you are familine with this 
report, it may be summarized 
briefly: 


























China's poverty: is so widespread 
‘and intense that it has been estim- 
fated by students of the problem 
that 30,000,000 Chinese are always 
atriving to live on a smaller amount 
‘of food than the minimum con- 
sidered by scientists as necessary 
to sustain life, In normal times, 
ome 3,000,000 Chinese die annually 
from ‘starvation. With a vast 
population thus living at the very 
edge of existence, it is inevitable 
that any serious disturbance of the 
routine of life must intensify the 

ing. ‘The eauses of the famine 
jatence are many and 
Chiefly they are the re- 
1 disorder which 
existed in China for a number 
years. Civil war has prevailed 
termittently in many” section 
the country. Indopendent  armi 
ed by ambitious war lords have 
lived upon the tervitory through 
which thoy marehed, or in which 
they camped. 

Bandits, numbering hundveds of 
thousands, take advantage of the 
absence of law and order and 
ravage the countryside with ruth- 
Jess eruclty. These bodies of law- 
Tess -men have seized the food 
supplies in large sections of the 
country, have taken the farm 
animals, and robbed the peasantry 
wf everything valuable which could 
the carried away. ‘This has prevent~ 
ed farmers from planting their 
crops, or has robbed them of their 
harvests. In the past two or threo 
years, in certain of the seetions

Thus, nature 
and man have combined to force 
these poverty stricken people into a 
condition of famine, and the death 
ate from starvation in such sec- 
ions has been largely increased.

This fact largely explains the great 
discrepancies in guesses as to the 
number of famine sufferers. It is 
necessary to bear in mind the fact 
that all estimates are guess work. 
Through this period of suffering, 
the people of the famine districts 
have not been released from the 
payments of taxes. The tax col- 
ectors have been busy forcing the 


in| Wretched and starving people to 


pay exorbitant tribute, which is 
‘often collected for several years in 
‘advance. 


In Manchuria, where no famine 
has existed. large harvests of grain 
fannually have been produced and 
‘should have provided ample food 
for the famine regions. Because 
of the inadequate railroads (in_all 
China there are only 7,000 miles 
and those chiefly near the coast) 
fand the seizing of existing roads 
and their engines and cars by the 
Teaders for the use of 
thas been impossible 
his food, except in 
‘small quantities, from Manchu 
to the districts where people were 
starving. It 3 clear 
that food in substantial quantities 
has existed in China during all this 
period of famine, but, under the 
demoralized conditions prevailing, 
could not be transported. As China. 
is also largely without highways 
‘and as the famine regions lie far: 
fn the interior of the country, some- 
times behind mountain ranges, the 
problem of adequate relief has been 
fotally’ insoluble. With all. sym 
pathy for the Chinese people and 
their present unfortunate plight, 
the American Red Cross was con- 
id that under prevailing condi 
tions it would be unwise and futile 
to ask the American people to con- 
tribute a great relief fund which 
could not be utilized if collected. 
The report of the Red Cross Com- 
mission to China is in print and 
copies may be had on request. 




































Numerous inquiries have been xe- 
ved from churches as to how, 
under the circumstances, it is pos- 
sible for them to help the famine 
sufferers. To these inquiries we 
have replied in substance that 
modest relief funds sent to Amer- 
ican missionaries stationed in the 
famine regions can usually be 
expended in a very helpful manner. 
In every famine community food is 
for sale. Quantities are small, but 
a moderate supply can be had by 
‘the payment of exceptionally high 
prices. 

funds can do something for those 
of their communities in greatest 
need by purchasing this expensive 
grain and distributing it wisely, 
according to t imate know: 
ledge of conditions. Money thus 
handled will escape the greed of. 
soldiers. bandits, and tax collectors 
and will, of course, avoid the in- 
superable obstacles to the trans- 
portation of relief supplies.

Heavy Charges but Company 

Wants to Raise Rates

Canton, June 13, 1930. 

Although Canton consumers doubt- 
Jess pay about the highest price in 
the world for current, electric ser- 
vice here is about the worst in all 
the earth.

M. WILDEN ARRIVES A LOCAL “TICKER” 
IN CHINA SERVICE 


New Minister of France Greeted 
By Guard of Honour 


M. Auguste Wilden, the successor 
of Count de Martel as French 
Minister to China, arrived in Shang- 
hai on June 20 by the str, Chenonce-| 
‘aux, und was” greeted” byw number} 
of the local French community. He 
was met at the China Merchants 
Wharf by M. Koechlin, Consul-Gen- 
eral for France, Admiral Mouget 
and Chey. 8. K. Chen, the latter 
representing the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

‘The party proceeded to the 
French Bund, where a guerd of 
honour from the French forces 
in Shanghai was drawn up 
in a long line extending from 
Avenue Edward VII to Rue du Con- 
sulat. Here the guard presented 
Jarms, while the band played — the 
“Marseillaise,” the new Minister 
taking the salute and subsequently 
inspecting the guard.

M. Wilden is an old friend and 
very popular in Shanghai, as he 
served as Consul-General here from 
1047 to 1925 and made himself well 
liked by all nationalities. He first 
came to China in 1899 to join the 
Peking-Hankow Railway, but after 
serving_as an interpreter in. the 
Boxer Rebellion he decided to join 
the diplomatic service and went 
back to France to take his degree 
of doctor of law. He received the 
decoration of a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour for his services 
during the rebellion. 

He returned to China in 1905 and 
served as student-interpreter and 
fagent in. various towne in the in- 
terior. Just before the Great Wor 
broke out he was in France, and 
soon afterwards became an English- 
[French interpreter with tho forces, 
for ‘which he received the Croix 
de Guerre. From 1917 to 1925 he 
‘was \Consil-General in Shanghai, 
‘then Minister in Bangkok until 
October, 1927, and from that date 
Minister to” Persia.

Important Addition to Commer- 
cial Facilities 


Reuter has introduced the 
ticker machine to Shanghai, where 
in all probability it is destined to 
play as great a part in quick news 
service distribution as-it-new plays 
in New York and London. 

In its simplest form the equip- 
ment consists of two machines—a 
transmitting keyboard, situated in 
Reuter’s office, and a receiving type 
writer in the office of the subseriber 
to the service. 

In order to facilitate explanation, 
the operation of an ordinary office 
typewriter may be conveniently 
‘compared with that of the Reuter 

er. The keys of an office 
typewriter, through the medium af 
levers, print direct on to the paper, 
inserted previously by the typist. 
The keys of the ticker transmitting 
keyboard, through the medium ut 
wires connecting it with the type- 
writer in the office of the subscriber 
—one or more as the case may be— 
print direct on to paper automat- 
ically “fed” from a roll as required, 
‘and not inserted by hand previous 
to reception. 

One keyboard can be arranged to 
transmit, or “type,” to any number 
of ticker typewriters, transmission 

al simultaneous and 
identical in every respect. 
Besides the alphabet, numerals, 

the ticker keyboard possesses 
function” keys to. operate the 
typewriter paper “platen,” and 
when transmission has ceased on 
the keyboard a special device attach- 
ed to each typewriter stops the 
propulsion motor (with a consequent 
economy in power during idle 
periods) after a pause of 30 seconds, 
Subsequent depression of a key. 
immediately sets the machines in 
motion ready for further service. 

This feature, together with the’ 
automatic control of the 
working of the typew 
‘any necessity for supervi 
part of the subscriber. 

‘The operation of the keyboard and. 
typewriter is briefly as follows 
‘The motion derived from the de 

jon of a key on thy keyboard 
translated mechanically into 
electrical impulses according to the 
particular letter depressed, each 
letter having an electrical equivalent 
In the form of a series of impulses. 
selected from the 32 possible com- 

binations of five units. These 
pulses are passed over the wire 
between Keyboard and typewriter 
in Reuter’s and the subscriber's 
offices respectively and are translat- 

ed back into mechanical. moti 
‘The energy derived from this 
‘mechanical motion is used to 
letter-selecting mechanism 

which prints the required letter. 

‘The speed of operation is that of 
the keyboard typist. ‘The standard 
model ticker typewriter as supplied 
to Reuter by the makers Messrs. 
Creed & Co, Ltd, printing tele- 
graph engineers of Croydon, 
Surrey, England, is capable of a 
maximam speed of 930 letters per 
minute, 

Tt will be noted from the fore-' 
going description that tho ticker 
Keyboard operates the typewriter 
through the medium of impulses.

H. M., FULL COURT 


Action for Security 





Judgment of the Full Court was 
read in H.M. Supreme Court on 
June 18 in the appeal of de- 


fendant in the casé of Ching Chao 
Co, v. H. Browett, administrator of 
the estate of James Magi, against 
a decision given by Judge G.W. 
King in Chambers refusing to order 
the pl to” furnish further 
security for costs. The Full Court 
allowed the appeal though Judge 








King dissented concerning his former 
decision, 
‘The decisions of the Court were 





read by Judge Sir Peter Grain. 
Judge King's decision follows:— 


This is an appeal from an order 
made'by myself in chambers on a 
summons by defendant for the 
deposit. in court by the plaintiff of 
a further sum of $250, the latter 
having already deposited in court 
the stm of $250 as security for 
defendant's costs. I declined to 


direct a further deposit by plainti, 

‘The necessity for a non-British 
plaintiff making a deposit in court 
as security for a defendant's costs 
is provided for by article 205. (2) 
of the China Order in Council 1925 

ich yeads as follows:— 
‘provided that the foreigner....if 
veguired by the Const. give security. 
to the satisfaction of the Court and 
to such reasonable amount as the 
Court thinks fit.... 

‘There are no rales of this court 
which regulate the amount to be 
deposited: in the first instance nor 
which regulate the deposit of 
further amounts. There is how- 
ever a practice which has been in 
force for many years in the court 
which lays down the amount. of 
security to be deposited in the first 
instance and which amount is based 
on the sum sued for in an action, 
Role 99 which deals with the matter 
‘of a plaintif? out of the jurisdiction 
‘of the Court has no bearing on this 
appeal. 

Te seems to me however that 
eases not coming under rule 99 
there is a discretionary power inn 
Judge to direct a deposit of a 
further amount as security for 
costs and that the exercise of such 
diseretion may. be subject to a re 
view by the Full Court, the ques- 
tion for the latter Court being are 
there any grounds for upsetting 
the ruling of the judge of first 
instance, as to. whether he has 
exercised the discretion in a reason- 
able manner. 

‘As there are no roles of this 
court bearing on the subject counsel 

appellant directed our 
attention to certain cases decided 
in the English courts which 
trate the reasons for or 
farther security for costs. 
cases are of interest but they do 
not give much assistance in coming 
to a decision on this appeal. Two 
of them refer to litigants out of 
the jurisdiction, "two to limited 
companies alleged to be in liquid 
tion, and the last to an appeal by 
fan unsuccessful litigant in a lower 
court, In this courg there have 
been but few oceasions on which the 
question of the giving of further 
ry has arisen, and there are 
dicta of the judges to 
which one can refer for enlighten-| 
ment. 

Tt seems to me that each applica 
tion for an increase of security for 
costs must be dealt with on its 
merits, and that no general rule ean 
be laid down. 

In refusing this application in 
chambers T gave two reesons for 
yefusal: (1) amount claimed sma'l 
(2) nature of action issues define! 
Te has been argued that neither 
‘of these reasons should have been 
considered by me in exercising my 
discretion. It is true that in one »f 
the cases quoted Morceroft ». Evans 
Cotton L. J. said value is not a 
question but he ‘vent on to say the 
‘question was the probable costs of 
the appea ion before 
him being ‘secur 
fan appeal by a litigant unsuccess- 
ful in the lower court. 

‘Assuming that I had nog given 
‘any reasons but merely stated that 
T did not consider it was a case for 
ordering farther security how would 
counsel for appellant have based 
hhis argument? In using the above 
words it seems to me mow, as it di 
hen, that T i 
‘hat this was not a case for direct-

I repeat that each case must be 
considered on its merits and that 
Twas and still am of opinion that 
in this case further security should 
not be ordered, If it were ordered 
it seems to me it would not be easy 
to refuse an application in any 
fatare case. HM every British de- 
fendant was entitled to be secured 
‘at every stage of an action for his 
costs, by the deposit of an amount 
‘estimated of the costs to date by 
‘& non-British plaintiff, the latter 
‘would be hampered in and in some 
cases debarred from bringing an 
faction in this Court. It should be 
borne in mind that the term “non 
British” is not confined to Chinese 
litigants alone, 

T consider this appeal should be 
dismissed with costs, 

‘Judge Grain’s judgment read:— 

This is an appeal by the appellants 
to set aside an order made by the 
Assistant Judge sitting in chambers 
‘on April 26, 1980, dismissing the 
appellant's application for further 
security for costs. 

‘The grounds of the appeal are: 

‘That the grounds on which the 
application was dismissed were not 
grounds on which the learned Judge 
could properly consider in the exer- 
cise of his discretion. 

The grounds of dismissal appear 
in the Judge’s notes as follows:— 

(2) The amount. claimed was

(2) Tn the nature of the action

In HM, Supreme Court on June 
17 the hearing was concluded by 
Judge Sir Peter Grain of the action 
in which Mr, Julius Rosenfeld 
(carrying on business as A.R. 
Rosenfeld & Son) claimed agains 
Mr, M. E. Solomon for Tis. 23,237.- 
48, said to be due in respect of 
transactions on the local Stock 
Exchange. 

Judgment was given for Mr. 
Rosenfeld, with costs. 

Tt was alleged that Mr. Solomon 
had failed to deliver to Mr. Rosen- 
feld 3,000 Ewo shares sold on his 
behalf pre to September’ 
24,1929, and had simultaneously re~ 
fused to take delivery of 500 
Shanghai Cotton Mfg, Co. Ltd., new 
shares purchased for him in the 
same way. . 

‘The defence to the action was 
that the transattions _ involved: 
gambling and consequently were 
outside the jurisdiction of the Court; 
that Mr. Rosenfeld had conspired 
with others to “rig” the market; 
and that the fd relationship 
between broker and principal had 
not been established. 

‘The action originally came before 
istant Judge on February 6, 
when it was decided that an 
affidavit setting out facts and 
statements filed by Mr. Solomon on 
January 29 showed no grounds of| 
defence-as called for by Rule-101 
of the Court.

Giving judgment, ‘his Lordship 
‘said that as was usual in such cases 
the onus of proof was on the plain- 
tiff, Te was not the duty of the 
administrator to show ‘that the 
estate had not been negligent. In 
fas far as negligence was concerned 
the law held that the highest degreo 
fof care possible in a human being 
was not required. In the words of 
f Tearned judge, the extent of care 
required was such care as would 
be exercised by a prudent man, 
Thore were questions which he 
would have put to a jury had a jury 
been trying the case, but in his 
capacity as judte and jury the only 
question he must ask himself was 
Can negligence be reasonably. in- 
ferred?” The only’ answer he could 
return to that question was, “No.” 
The circumstances reminded him 
somewhat of the story of the clock 
in the courtroom at Hngkong which 
had beon removed by thieves while 
a judge was sitting. Could the 
judge in that case have been cone 
sidered guilty of contributory 
negligence? Were there any means 
whereby he could have known that 
the men removing the clock were 
not watchmakers, but thieves? Was 
it unnatural for him to think that 
the thieves were honest workmen 
in view of the circumstances? Those 
‘questions applied to the case upon 
Which he had now to give judgments 
There must be judgment for the 
‘administrator of the estate, with 
costs.

US. COURT FOR CHINA 





Commissioner Upheld 


In the U.S. Court for China 
on June 17, Judge M. D. Purdy gave 
judgment in the appeal by the Grand 
Theatre Corporation against a de- 
cision of Commissioner A. Krisel in 
the Consular Court on April 1, 1930, 
whereby a musician named A. 
Roudakoft was awarded $535.47 
Jdamages for breach of contract, 
‘The appeal was dismissed with 
erste. 

Tin upholding the decision of the! 
coutt below, Judge Purdy 

“This is an appeal from a judgment} 
rendered in the American Consular 
Court at Shanghai on April 1, 1930, 
in favour of the plaintiff in the 
sum of Mex. $585.47 together with 
Interest thereon at the rate of six| 
per cent. per annum from December! 
21, 1929,” Counsel for appellant] 
contends that the decision and judg- 
‘ment rendered in the court below 
‘are contrary to the law and. the| 
evidence and upon such grounds| 
seeks for a reversal of that decision. 
Tn the opinion of the court. below 
defendant failed 


















S “The evidence shows that the 


plaintiff was employed by the

Difficulty of Securing Solution on Non-Party Lines: Govern-

‘The Chelsea Flower Show 


‘The Chelsea Flower Show which 
‘opened this Wednesday is going on 
from strength to strength and i 
now surely the finest horticultural 
display in the world by an enormous 
margin, Normally a flower show is 
yather a dull affair and most of us 
if we have lived in the English 
Country for any time have almost 
painful memories of attending the 
Annual Flower Show at which there 
were little piles of apples and 
tired chryanthemums in ugly 

all together in a hot tent with a 
military band playing outside. The 
Chelsea Flower Show, however, is 
something quite different and its 
size and magnificence make one 
ache to show it to every foreigner 
who sets foot on our shores in order 
that he may realize that in what- 
ther directions we may be 
‘signs of decadence, it is 
certainly not in horticulture. 

‘A most noticeable and welcome 
feature is that the exhibitors are 
learning how better to display their 
treasures, In the past there has 
een a tendency to crowd too much 
into a small space and to pay no 
atteition to the orchestration of the 
colours. But the great majority of 
the exhibits in the 1930 Exhibition 
are really masterful Some of the 
imple plots of irises containing per- 
haps 50 types of different colours 
from brown, through orange to 
purple and pale blue are exquisite. 
‘The huge tent devoted entirely to 
orchids must contain under one roof 
more different kinds of orchids than 
have ever been assembled together 
in a Flower Show. They come from 
all parts-of the world, from Malaya, 
‘Africa, Burma, Tibet, their shapes 
and colours are amazing in their 
variety and many of them are 
worth, T gathered, much more than 
£10 a'root. . The display of roses is 
also particularly worthy of mention 
‘and some of the finest ones have 
been sent over from Ireland. One 
finds with satisfaction that the 
sented varieties are becoming more 
popular and the mere craving for 
new colours is not’so active as it 
was a few years ago when every 
thing was sacrificed to that end. 

What one admires in particular is 
that every type of flower whether 
in or out of season is on display. 
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‘Tulips, delphinioms, lupins, sweet 


peas, carnations, antirhinums, pop- 
pies, gladioli just to mention a few 
‘simple kinds of flower, all are there 
though they belong to different sea- 
sons and all are in perfect condi- 
tion thanks to jealous care in glass- 
houses. Perhaps some of the finest 
things in the Exhibition are the 
tulips which appear in more start- 
ling variety than ever before. The 
waisted type aro specially notice 
able, tulips whose petals turn back 
naturally are numerous, _ black 
tulips, striped tulips, ‘speckled 
tulips, tulips of every possible col- 
‘our and shade and petal shape are 
‘there.

Paris May 1.

To enable the interior to be 
utilized (the original having no 
windows) glass has been inserted 
in the cupolas. As a contrast, the 
Colonial Museum, which is to remain 
after the rest of the exhibition has 
been cleared away, isin 
modern style.

NAPOLEON 


‘The House Whose Garret He Didt 
‘Not Occupy 
Prox cr OWN CoMRESFONDENT 
Paris, April 25. 
(Wetayed in Pranemission) 

Paris illustrated papers have 
roused the wrath of antiquarian 
by publishing photographs (whiel 
will no doubt be reproduced all over 
the world) of a house in which the 
fature Emperor Napoleon is. repre~ 
sented to have occupied a garrot 
‘when he was only Lieutenant Bona- 
parte. This house, which is No. 5, 
Quai Conti, is now being pullod 
Jdown, According to the best auth 
fortites, Napoleon's connection with 
it has’ no foundation in fact. Nob 
fone of the faithful followers with 
whom the fallen Emperor talked 
freely at St, Helena records any 
allusion to the garret. 

‘The legend, which appeared 
originally in a collection of ance 
dotes, attracted the attention, about 
the time of the accession of Napo- 
leon IIT, of the owner of the house, 
who thought it would do his inter- 
ests no harm to put up a tablet 
recording the sojourn of the new 
Emperor'e illustrious uncle, ‘Tho 
tablet remained on the front of the 
house until the fall of the Second 
Empire, when the politic landlord 
realized that it might get him into 
trouble, and he took it down. Tt 
had nevertheless served its pure 
poces; the shade of Napoleon was 
definitely. nssocinted with. the. owns 
e's house {rt the public mind, 
just been shown, During Napo- 
eon’s early days in Paris, he was 
‘a student at the Military School, 
‘and neither he nor any of his coms 
rades was allowed to sleep out.

‘The firm of Dodwell & Co,, Ltd 
was incorporated as limited com: 
pany on January 1. 1899,. taking 
over the ‘entire business of their 
predecessors, Dodhvell, Carlil! & Con 
who on May 1, 1801" had succeeded 
the firm of Adamson Bell & Co. 
The founder of this firm, Mr. 
William Rushton Adamson, eame to 
Ching in the year 1854, at the age 
of Gwonty-cight or twenty-nine. In 
a few years he acquired a very 
considerable fortune, mainly through 
Tn silk. About 














1859 he took into partnership Mfr. 
Frederick Hayley Bell and the firm’s 
name was changed from WR 


Adamson & Co, to Adamson, Bell 
& Co. During’ the ensuing ‘years 
several members of the staff were 
successively taken into partnership. 
and the firm became active parti- 
cipators ell all branches 
of CI re especially in 
tea, si 

One of the most memorable years 
in the history of the China tea 
trade was the year 1879, The 
situation was largely the result of 
operations by a syndicate of London: 
merchants, "Adamson, Bell & Co. 
being one of the leading promotors 
of'the scheme. In this year the 
aggregate of their tea shipments 
from Hankow, Shanghai, and 
Yoochow to London and/or New 
York amounted to the then unpre- 
codented figure of more than 500,000 
packages. Successes, however, are 
extromely chary of repeating them- 
selves and it was largely owing to 
the attompts to follow up this vai 
chimera that the resources 
firm beeame more or less crippled, 
their position being further handi- 
capped by the withdrawal of Bix. 
‘Adamson from the partnership. 

But though no longer an active 






















partner in his old firm, Mr 
Adamson had ‘by no means lost. his 
‘strong predilection for operations 


fon a big seale ‘when he saw what 
he considered a good chance. ‘The 
position of the China silk trade in 
1883 afforded the necessary stimulus, 
accentuated as it was by a persona 
ambition to vie with the operations 
of un old-time competitor in this 
commodity. At this time the silk 
buyer employed by Adamson, Bell 
& Co, was Mr. Otto Meuser, who 
Was generally acknowledged ‘to be 
without a superior as a judge of 
silk, His purchases on behalf. of 
Mr. Adamson constituted one of the 
largest -eperations recorded up to 
that gate. It may not be amiss to 
mentlon that the carrying throug! 
of the whole transaction fell to the 
log, of two members of the staff, the 
Jonly partner in the firm in China 
foeing at that time unfortunately 
feonfined to his bed.

good many years to dispose of and 
the final outcome resulted in a loss 
estimated at about £600,000, but his 
resources were far mere than 
adequate to mect this heavy drain. 
In other respects the year 1883 
proved a very fortunate one for| 
Adamson, Bell & Co. and the pro-| 
fits reaped from their tea business| 
served to prolong their existence: 
for several years more. A small 
light on the exceptional profits 
derived from tea this year may not. 
be mwithout interest. A well known 
resident in Shanghai—he is stili 
here—was desirous of remitting 
home a sum of £50 as a wedding 
present to his sister.

himself, In‘ the event his most 
sanguine expectations were more 
than fulfilled.

‘opposed to his own. He accom- 
panied both’ these friends on board 

P. & O. steamer just prior to her 
sailing. As the three promenaded 
the deck together discussing the 
prospects of the tea scason about 
to open he felt greatly puzzled to 
comprehend how two men of much 
longer experience than himself 
could take a view so contrary to 
his own, 

Adamson, Bell & Oo, at the time: 
of their failure in 1801 had several 
branch establishments in China 
and Japan and the taking over of 
these weighty responsibilities by 
two members of the old firm's staff 
was regarded by many of | the 
neighbours as a somewhat rash ex- 
periment. Once again, lowever, the 
truth of the old adage toujours 
Vaudace was well exemplified 
through the manifest advant 
obtained by clients represen 
shipping and produce in de: 

ith one and the same firm at the 
various ports. 

Preparations for starting the 
firm of Dodwell, Carlill & Co. were 
undertaken with a completeness 
and thoroughness only made possible 
by a combination of circumstances, 
The failure of the old firm was not 
due to sudden collapse but was a 
gradual process of getting into 
deeper and deeper water fer “each 
of soveral preceding years. The 
two future partners, therefore, had 
ample time for working out their 
plans in fullest detail. First of 
however, they were confront 
a somewhat nice point in casuistry 
whether, on the onc hand, they 
were in’ honour bound to stand by 
the sinking ship, or whether they. 
would be justified in striking out 
for themselves. ‘There was but 
slight demar in deciding on the 
first alternative, It fortunately: 
happened, too, that they wore 
fellow passengers on the str. Parthia,

‘The now firm was sidely advertised 
and clients and agents connected 
the old concern transferred 

their allegiance with gratifying 
unanimity, 

In process of time the ‘business 
activities of the. Company 
heen considerably developed and 
extended and may now be regard 
ed as embracing the functions of 
Import and Export Merchants, with 
special reference to tea, shipping 
and insuranee in its various de- 
partments.

LIGHT WITHIN DARKNESS) 
sipsrmeast"—By Helen Keller, Lone 
‘dont Hodder & Stoughton. 

In this volume Miss Keller con. 
tines “The Story of My Life, 
which was published a few years 
‘ago, and in which we saw, despite 
the’ innate modesty of the auto- 
biographer, evidence of achieve 
‘ments which were little short of a 
miracle, Miss Keller is indeed an 
intellectual phenomenon. If you 
count her series of dazzling 
triumphs, discounting the great 
megaphones of publicity which have 
followed her, trumpeting truth and. 
‘untruth with equal fury, the fact, 
remains that from the time of her 
childhood she has been a mental 
prodigy. 

Helen Keller was Lorn, a per- 
fectly healthy and normal’ child, in 
Tuscumbia, Alabama, on June '27, 
1880. At’ tho age of cighteen 
‘months she was stricken with a 
severe illness, the exact nature of 
which is not known. It left her 
deat and blind; as a result of the 
‘deafness she soon became dumb 
also. For five years she remained 
in this unfortunate condition. Then, 
through Dr. Alexander Graham 
Bell, to whom her father appealed 
because he knew Dr. Bell’s interest 
in the deaf, Miss Keller was pat 
under the care and attentjon of 
Miss) Anne Masefield Sullivan, a 
young graduate of the Perkins 
Institution for the Blind at Boston, 
Massachusettes. From this point. 
onward the story of her life reads 
like a fairy tale, Within a month 
the teacher had presented the gift, 
of language to her little pupil 
Some years later in a college for 
rormal girls to which she was 
admitted reluctantly and without 
favour, she won a degree cum laude 
in the same length of time it took 
her classmates to win theirs. 

‘She has learned to speak— 
only deaf-blind person in Amei 
of whom this is true. She has 
acted in * motion pictures and 
vaudeville, lectured throughout the 
United States and Canada, written 
ten books provocative of discussion, 
and, since her graduation from 
college, has taken part in every 
‘major ‘movement on behalf of the 
blind in the United States. 

‘A singular quality of mind—some- 
thing of “sweetness and light— 
is manifested in “Midstream,” a 
clarity of intellect which" has 
enabled Miss Keller to regard her: 
physical weakness in a philosophical 
manner, totally untinged with a 
bitterness against Fate or self-pit 
“I am not amongst the victims of 
unjust laws,” she states. “The 
struggle I have gone through is no 
worse than, indeed, it is not so 
grinding as, that of the majority 
‘of men and women who are emeshed 
in economic problems which they 
are incapable of solving. 

‘As a human document

In following Mr. Arlington througlt 
his description of the rise 
the Chinese Stage, it is apparent 
‘at onee that, whatever may be thd 
‘differences in. expression between 
the Chinete Drama and the Euros 
pean Drama, both have in fact 
the same origin, Just as Shakes 
speare's predecessors were thd 
‘writers of the old Morality Plays, 
80 the Chinese Drama is direct 
descended from the sacred play 
which have been handed down front 
the 12th century. ‘The really vitab 
point about the Chinese Stage is 
its development. through the cens 
turies entirely independent of any, 
foreign influence. The British stagg 
has always been susceptible to fore 
cign influence and it has beet 
enriched on that account.
